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| Charges against McCoy dropped, refiled 


A district court judge in Lowell 
on Monday dismissed*charges of 
assault and battery against former 
selectman Michael McCoy. 

The charges had been brought by 
Selectman Robert Cain following a 
fight in town hall last November 
13. 

The charges were dismissed by 
Judge Neal Colicchio on the basis 
that McCoy had not been allowed a 
stenographer at the magistrate’s 
hearing on November 28. 

On Tuesday, though, Cain again 
went to Woburn District Court and 


filed charges of assault and battery 
against McCoy. 

Cain called the turn of events 
discouraging, but said he would 
rather have a technicality brought 
up at this point, rather than have it 
come back later in the trial. 

"Atleast this way, we can be sure 
all the t's are crossed and the 1's 
dotted,” Cain said. 

The decision means a setback in 
the trial, which had been scheduled 
for November 13, one year after 
the incident. 

McCoy said he feels good about 


Monday's decision. 

"The judge found in my favor,” 
he said. "He agreed that the hearing 
was unfair ... | went to the hearing 
on November 28 to find a clerk 
from another jurisdiction. The 
whole hearing stunk." 

McCoy said he would like to have 
people judge how they would feel 
if this happened to them. 

Monday's decision should not 
have any direct bearing on civil 
suits which each party has 
instituted against each other. 


Suspect held in string 
of armed robberies 


Wilmington police have charged 
a Malden man in connection with 
two armed robberies in Wilming- 
ton last month 

Mark E. Michael, 22, of Med- 
ford was arrested in Malden after 
he was cornered by six detectives. 
He reportedly took on all six men, 
and was subdued with great 
difficulty, Michael is said to be a 
weightlifter. 

everal police departments are 
charging Michael with a string of 
robberies. He has nine armed 
robbery charges pending against 
him, with another six possible 


charges still under investigation. 

He has previously been arrested 
for six robberies (not armed) as 
well as arson, breaking and 
entering in the nighttime, assault 
and battery with a dangerous wea- 
pon, and receiving stolen property. 

Michael is presently being held in 
the East Cambridge jail 

The robberies in Wilmington 
were at Harvest Gift Shop on July 
25 and at the Silver Lake Pharmacy 
on July 26. In both cases, the 
robbery was pulled by a man with a 
knife who escaped in a stolen car. 

Micheal is also believed to have 


pulled a second robbery on July 25 
in Reading, although police said the 
clerk in that robbery has not yet 
been able to identify a suspect. 

Michael was traced from finger- 
prints found in a stolen Trans Am 
left in a Wakeficld gas station 
where he stole the attendant’s car 
after gettting a flat tire in the first 
vehicle. 

The Harvest Gift robbery is being 
investigated by Insp. Michael 
Celata and James Peterson. Insp. 
Michael McKenna is working on 
the Silver Lake Pharmacy case. 


School committee makes 
further budget cuts __

Acting on a recommendation by 
Athletic Director Jim Gillis, the 
Wilmington School Committee last 
week cut a total of $50,000 from 
the high school athletic budget 
Gillis had been instructed to bring 
back options and recommendations 
so the committee could bring the 
FY 1991 budget in line, 

On Wednesday, the committee 
voted to cut $14,000 from con- 
tractual services, $400 from audio 
visual aids, $4,799 from athletic 
supplies, and $30,801 from Class E 
personnel. In addition, members 
adopted Gillis’ suggestion to in- 
crease ticket fees for all sports to 
three dollars for adults and two 
dollars for students and approved a 
one time transportation user fee of 
$25 per athlete with a cap of $100 
per family. Gate sales and fees will 
go into the Athletic Revolving 
Account. 

Gillis said his recommendation 
would impact all sports in that 
assistant coaches and the assistant 
athletic trainer would not be 
funded at this time. He suggested, 
though, those positions remain 
open and be reinstated as money 
becomes available from donations 
and fees. The committee voted 
unanimously to authorize $30,801 
be taken from the revolving 
account for that purpose, con- 
tingent on the department's ability 
to raise those funds. Members 
noted the only real impact to the 
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sports program next year, if the 
positions are reinstated, would be 
to the intramurals sports_program, 
which would be cut entirely. 

Some committee members, like 
Aldo Caira, praised Gillis for his 
approach in not eliminating any 
one sport in favor of another and 
for seeking other ways to raise 
funds. Caira pointed out, because 
of Gillis’ efforts, Wilmington will 
end up sustaining less reductions 
than neighboring towns. 

Dr. Shirley Callan, chairman of 
the board, said she had a problem 
with the process. She said parents 
had called complaining about teams 
being cut and coaches being fired 
before any recommendations were 
discussed by her board. She took 
Gillis to task for releasing infor- 
mation about the $25 transpor- 
tation fee to the Boston Globe 
before it was approved by her 
board. Gillis said the repofter 
misunderstood his statement 16 the 
press. 

There was some discussion on 
how the Athletic Revolving Ac- 
count is utilized. Peggy Kane felt 
any donations that go into the 
account should be brought to the 
board's attention. Others explained 
under new committee policy, 
smaller donations can go through 
the superintendent of schools. 
When Kane learned the account 
funds such items as conferences 
and dues, she said this was unfair to 
other school departments which 
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don't have the ability to use a 
revolving account for their needs. 
Bob Surran explained the revol- 
ving account was set up to actually 
save money in the school budget. 

"All programs, as much -as 
possible, should be treated equal- 
ly," Kane maintained. She told this 
paper she intends to review the 
possibility of putting line items 
now funded through this account 
back into the regula? school 
budget. 

John DeMarco told fellow mem- 
bers all they really have to do is 
scrutinize all warrants in the future 
to keep track of expenditures in all 
departments. 

The board was hung up on re- 
instating the various coaches and 
the order in which that should be 
done. Surran motioned to table 
action on Class E personnel until 
the assistant coaches come up for 
reappointment, The motion failed, 
with Callan, Kane, and Andrea 
Paglia voting against it. They 
seemed to feel if further action was 
tabled they. wouldn't, in essence, be 
cutting the whole $50,000 that 
night. This, they maintained, 
would have been unfair to other 
departments which have already 
suffered severe reductions. The

Odors, suds 
interrupt construction

Temporary Town Manager

Currently, hockey players prac- 
tice Monday from 7:15 to 8:15 
p.m. and Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Friday at 2:20 p.m. DeMaggio said 
the Wilmington Arena Authority is 
willing to extend morning hours 
beyond the standard 50 minutes for 
$75 per hour if the committee 
wishes to change the hours. 

During his plea, DeMaggio 
explained morning hours are 
since students wouldn't have

He 
explained prospective homeowners 
want to know what kind of 
restrictions will be. placed on the 
units before buying them. Bruce 
MacDonald, who heads the board 
of appeals which issued the 
comprehensive permit to Tighe, 
warned that the restrictions had 
better be in compliance with the 
permit. Tighe said attorneys have 
been working on the restrictions 
for months and should have them 
prepared for the board's review at 
its next meeting August 16,

Though Klemens was not in 
attendance, her brother Edward 
and his wife Susan were, The 
couple said due to health problems 
suffered by Regina since her mom 
died, the problem could recur even 
if the cats were taken away. When 
they asked what would happen if 
the fines weren't paid, Erickson 
said the owner would have to 
attend a show cause hearing. 

Ficociello asked for the 
neighbors’ cooperation. He asked 
residents to call Erickson if the 
problem persists once the cats are 
rounded up.

Planning board votes 
to seize subdivision bond

The Wilmington Planning Board 
followed through on its threat to 
rescind approval of the Tracy 
Circle subdivision and seize the 
“bond Tuesday after learning the 
developers had not tried to fix 
deficiencies in the project since the 
last meeting. 

Carole Hamilton told fellow plan- 
ners “there's been nothing done" 
and, in’fact, there had been further 
deterioration of the road with a 
bump in the cul de sac and weeds 
and debris in the area. Chairman 
Dave Clark noted there had been 
nothing done for six weeks and the 
board had already granted the 
builders two extensions to 
complete the work. 

The seven-lot subdivision is being 
developed by John Stokes and 
Jeffrey Witmeyer of J &J Realty 
Trust in Billerica. All the ‘homes 
have been completed and sold. 
However, residents complained to 


the board that until the road is 
completed, they cannot finish 
landscaping and driveways on their 
own property. 

Stokes told the board yesterday 
he and his partner were willing to 
do whatever the town engineer 
wants. He said he was a little 
confused because the engineering 
department helped him submit a 
request to the planning board for 
partial release of the bond then, 
“all of a sudden,” the engineers 
required the builder to take care of 
six outstanding problems. Stokes 
added if all interested parties could 
walk the site, the work could be 
done in a week and a half. 

Hamilton was angry. She told 
Stokes “it certainly doesn't take an 
engineer to go down to the sub- 
division and see it’s not all right,” 
She claimed that both builders 
were "stalling."

Now that the issue of Mike McCoy is on the front bummer 
again with dismissal of the charges by Judge Colicchio on a 
technicality, I have an opportunity to write about a 
particular issue that has really bugged me. 

Every time I read something that has pertained to the 
upcoming election for state representative, the incumbent 
Jim Miceli has come under fire for supporting his nephew, 
both personally and politically.

The horror of chemical war 


by Bill Conlon 

Much has been made of late about Iraq's use of chemical weapons 
during the Iran-Iraq war, and again during domestic clashes with 
its Kurdish minority. Nobody in the media, however, has looked 
closely at the nature of chemical warfare. 

So, let me slip back ten years to an earlier identity, that af Sgt 
Bill Conlon, Disaster Preparedness instructor, Hill Air Force Base, 
Utah, for a quick briefing about chemical warfare. 

Chemicals have been called "the poor man's nuclear weapon," 
because the can kill countless people, quickly, at a fraction of the 
cost of a nuclear device. Any nation with the ability to brew beer 
can produce chemicals, under a dozen different disguises. War 
chemicals are unbelievably damaging to all forms of life, while 
leaving buildings, vehic and equipment untouched. A neutron 
bomb still causes some blast damage. Chemicals don't 

Weather conditions, such as wind, temperature, precipitation and 
even atmospheric pressure, can effect chemical-use, along with the 
nature of the terrain itself and the delivery system used. The goal, 
naturally, is to put an effective amount of a chemical agent on the 
enemy forces, while keeping it away from yours 

The first use of chemical weaponry in moder times was in 1914, 
at Verdun, France. The Germans released enormous quantities of 
chlorine gas, which created a half-mile breach in the French lines. 
After that, all sorts of chemical attacks were made, by both sides, 
during the First World War. Casualties were in the millions. 

After the war, treaties were signe banning all chemical warfare 
on the planet, with only a few scattered violations. The Germans 
had chemical weapons available in World War Two, ready to go, 
but they were never used for fear of retaliation in kind. That-fear 
of retaliation has kept the chemical genie in its bottle for decades. 

Any substance which kills, injures, incapacitates or has any other 
useful military effect can be termed a chemical agent. Cyanide in a 
bottle of wine fits the description, as would battlefield smoke. But 
the lethal agents are the most important, and frightening: 

Nerve gas - invented before WWII by the Germans, nerve-agents 
block the chemical (anticholinesterase) which releases the muscles 
after contraction. So, your muscles contract, but can't relax again. 
The result is spasms, and quick death if the agent reaches the heart 
or lungs. Nerve gassés are colorless, odorless and tasteless, and the 
first warning is often difficulty in Breathitigy Téllowed by darkened 
vision, as the eye muscles contract. Even a drop on the skin can be 
fatal, and very quickly. Nerve gas may be a vapor, a fluid or a gel, 
and may Jinger for days. The only known antidotes are injected 
chemicals, which are difficult to administer on a battlefield. 

Blood gas - very quick acting and non-persistent, these gasses kill 
quickly then evaporate. Hydrogen cyanide is one example. 

Mustard gas - these nightmarish chemicals don't kill outright, per 
se, but instead cause huge blisters which incapacitate troops and.can 
cause blindness. A single mist-sized droplet causes a blister the size 
of a half-dollar, and mustard agents are very persistent -- one 
bunker in France is still contaminated, from the First’'World War. 
Given a large enough dose, mustard is lethal, and the body cannot 
break down the chemical. Horrible stuff, with many forms. 

Incapacitating agents - any chemical agent is incapacitating, since 
troops must wear gas masks and chemical suits, which limits their 
effectiveness. But there are chemicals intended purely to harass or 
incapacitate, such as tear gas, vomiting gas, and a particularly 
bizarre chemical which induces hallucinations. 

And think about tactics for a moment: How about an artillery 
barrage, with a few chemical shells throw in? Or mixing vomiting 
gas (which requires that you remove your mask to vomit) with a 
nerve gas, which kills? Or mustard gas on an apple orchard? 

No matter what agent is used, a chemical suit is required, since 
most agents will work by skin contact. Add to that a heavy rubber 
gas mask and hood, gloves, booties, and the usual equipment that 
makes a man a soldier, and you've got a serious heat problem in 
110 degree weather. Deserts are ideal for chemical warfare. 

Ideally, nobody dies in a chemical attack, if your equipment and 
training are top-notch. As a former military instructor, I'm here 
to tell you that no amount of training can prevent casualties in a

that the state is in. Massachusetts 
needs to, establish stability and to 
send that message to investors and 
Wall Street. 

Although he says that there is a 
need to restructure government, 
Grace is opposed to the CLT 
petition.

It is the responsibility of 
the state to deliver the funds pro- 
mised so that the towns can budget 
properly, Grace also believes that 
we must "look at our support for 
public education." There has been a 
disproportionate amount of cuts in 
education lately and it is dangerous 
to rely strictly on tuition hikes to 
fund education. 

Grace is personally opposed to 
abortion but believes that the 
decision belongs to the individuals 
involved and not to the 
government. He favors state 
funding of abortion. 

Grace supports Evelyn Murphy's 
candidacy for Governor.

Marianne Brenton, a Burlington 
resident has been involved in 
politics for years. She is a graduate 
of Bates College and the mother of 
three.

backyard gardening

From the mailbag and telephone: 
T. of South Wilmington writes, 
"For the umpteenth year in a row, 
my Mac and Baldwin apple trees 
have borne nice crops of fruit, but 
maybe 10 to 14 percent of the 
apples have dark brown spots and 
tend to show some cracking in the 
discolored areas. I sprayed the 
trees eight times starting in late 
May. What are these spots and how 
can I eliminate them next year’ 

Sounds very much like apple 
scab, one.of the most common and 
difficult to control fungal diseases. 
Dark spots develop on the apples 
followed by often severe cracking. 
This appears to be a particularly 
bad year for apple scab, due to the 
unusual heat and humidity. I have 
been mostly successful controlling 
this. problem by~ adding two 
tablespoons of Ortho's liquid sul- 
phur fungicide, along with the all 
purpose fruit tree spray. It is too 
late to correct the problem this 
summer however, since the scab 
cannot be reversed once it has 
taken over. File under "things to do 
in 1991," 

A gardener from_Wilmington 
phoned the other night to solicit my 
opinion on the use of heating cables 
in the garden, How do they work, 
he asked and are they worth the 
bother? 

Athough I have not used heating 
cables myself, I have a friend who. 
has used them extensively with 
mixed results. Heating cables, also 
called coils, have been around for 
many years. The typical coil 
consists of a flexible insulated wire 
with a plug and a thermostatic 
control at one end. Typically, the 
coil is placed on top of a two or 
three inch layer of vermiculite for 
insulation, covered with a couple 
of inches of course sand and a 
layer of wire screen, then topped 
with the soil mixture. When used in 
conjunction with a soil thermo- 
meter, the thermostat can give 
pinpoint soil temperature control. 
While most often used in solar 
heated coldframes or greenhouses

would start by removing these 
employees, not just cutting their 
salaries. 

Next she would investigate the 
whole human services area. It 
needs to be streamlined and 
organized to provide care 
consistently and directly to those 
who need it. Brenton's approach to 
the budget would be “what do we 
nee! and not "What will the 
taxpayers tolerate?” She supports 
the CLT petition and secs it as a 
way to revamp the government and 
force the legislature to be res- 
ponsible with its authority to set 
fees and fines. 

Like Grace, Brenton is a pro- 
choice candidate and would 
support state funding of abortion 
saying that access to abortion 
should not be contingent on 
personal fund availability. 

Brenton sees education as a pri- 
ority but emphasizes that increased 
funding does not necessarily equal 
improved quality, Brenton sup- 
ports the workfare program which 
would force those on welfare to 
“earn” their money. She believes 
that this program returns dignity to 
people in financial difficulty and 
creates an opportunity for repay- 
ment, She would make exceptions 
for mothers and those with a 
handicap. 

Brenton bases her platform on 
the belief that individual liberties 
and rights should be protected. The 
more laws created the more 
restraints on people's rights. She 
would like to limit government in 
order to give people the greatest 
individual freedom to run their 
lives. 


Some gardeners use heating coils in 
the main garden in April and May 
in order to germinate seeds of 
beans, cukes, melons and peppers, 
since “these crops will not 
germinate their seeds until the soil 
temperature reaches 60 degrees F. 
Why not experiment with a coil or 
two next spring, as something new 
to try? 

From Mrs. McD. in Tewksbury, 
"1 am finally having some luck 
this summer with a small’ stand of 
butter and sugar sweet corn 
Several ears were about ready to be 
picked when disaster struck! I went 
out to the garden this morning 
(August 3) and found four stalks 
pulled completely over and the 
well chewed cobs of corn strewn 
about. What do you think 
squirrels or racoons, and. short of 
shooting them, how would. you 
suggest I stop this thivery?” 

My guess would be raccoons. All 
insects and animals have their 
population cycles and_just now we 
are witnessing a super abundance 
of coons in Massaachusetts. Far- 
mers growing sweet corn for 
market are complaining about 
unusual crop damage by raccoons, 
and there is no ‘simple way to 
control their nocturnal raids. The 
backyard gardener with perhaps 
several dozen stalks might try this: 
As soon as the silk appears on the 
corn, dust this area liberally with 
cayenne pepper. Most racoons will 
steer elear of corn heavily laced 
with cayenne. I haven't grown com 
for several years, but I have used 
this control system with pretty fair 
(not complete) success. 

Two area gardeners wrote to ask 
for help with similar problems 
requiring the same answer. One 
man tells of his green bean leaves 
being stripped by a hoard of green 
beetles (probably Mexican bean 
beetles) and a woman asks what to 
do about inch, long caterpillars who 
are defoliating her herb garden. 

I suggest dusting the affected 
plants lightly with powdered 
rotenone, an organic pesticide. 
Repeat the application every four

Remember, if you receive even a

Where to fish? Follow these directions 


by Bill Conlon 
, You might want to clip and save 
this one, 

Here's where to go fishing, at my 
favorite waters anyway. I'd love to 

“offer directions to every pond and 
lake in the area, but that's simply 
not possible. 

The enclosed directions all use an 
interstate highway or major road as 
a Starting point, so we begin from a 
common reference. If you can find 
any of these lakes or ponds by using 
the local "townie" routes, do so. 

Lake Mascuppic -- locals might 
call this place Lakeview, after an 
amusement park which was once a 
big attraction on the Dracut shore. 
Take I-93 north to the Route 110 - 
Route 113 (Methuen) exit, go 
around the rotary, and take Route 
110 along the river toward Lowell. 
After the first set of lights, in sight 
of the highway, you'll go through 
four more sets of lights. After the 
University of Lowell, turn right at 
the fifth set of lights (at the Falls 
Restaurant), Stay on "Mammoth

Road" until you see a blinking 
yellow, in Dracut, where you turn 
left onto Nas Road. (If you 
come to a tri-color traffic light, 
don't panic. Turn left, and you'll 
come to a stop sign at Nashua Road 
again.) Stay on Nashua Road until 
O.J.'s Lounge, and tur left. From 
the stop sign, the Dracut public boat 
ramp is dead ahead and a bit to the 
left. Parking is a pain in the ramp, 
but the big lake is known for lots of 
fishing (and ice) derbies, a good 
bass population, and way too many 
power boats. 


Merrimack River -- Lowell 
ramp. Follow the previous set of 
directions, but don't turn right at 
the Falls Restaurant. Instead, stay 
on Route 110. The first building 
you see on the left hand side, right 
the river, is the Lowtll Bathhouse, 
HQ for many derbies. About two 
hundred feet further is the Lowell 
public boat ramp. Park where you 
can. This ramp gives access to the 
river from the Pawtucket Falls

Nashua River -- just found this 
gem recently. Take 1-495 south to 
the Route 119 exit, and go toward 
Groton. Stay on Route 119 all the 
way. After you pass through lovely 
downtown Groton, and go under a 
railroad bridge, the ramp isn't too 
far ahead. (Sorry, but I didn't log 
distances.) The road takes a fork to 
the right just before a bridge over 
the river. Take that right fork, and 
slowdown. You'll see a break in 
the trees ahead as the road begins to 


curve, maybe 200 yards from the- 


fork, and that's the dirt road to the 
ramp. Be careful where you park, 
or risk a $5 ticket. 


Knopps Pond, Groton -- take 
the previous directions, but before 
Groton, you'll see the Beef & Ale 
(?) restaurant on the right, near the 
junction of 119 and 225. Just before 
the eatery is a small road, Take it, 
and you'll come to the public ramp 
eventually. Long ways in.

Concord River -- Pike hayen of 
northern Massachusetts. This is the 
long route, but the easiest under the 
given rules, Take I-495 south out of 
Lowell, turn off at Route 119, and 
turn left in the middle of Littleton. 
Your real objective is Route 225, 
southbound, not far off. On Route 
225, head for Concord - Carlisle. 
At the town line separating the two, 
you'll cross a bridge over the river. 
The dirt ramp is visible on the left. 
You can't miss it. You might be 
better off going 128 south to Route 
225 north, but you'll approach the 
boat ramp from the blind side. It's 
up to you. I usually take the road 
next to McDonald's on Route 3A in 
Billerica, but that's cheating here. 

Baddacook Pond, Groton -- 
This is one of the deepest ponds in 
the area and has trout in the spring, 
bass all summer, and an occasional 
monster catfish. Nice place. Take 
Route 3 north, get off at Route 40, 
and head toward Groton.

Have pizza, 
will travel

There is a lot of dough in pizza, 

or at least that's what all indications 
in the towns of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington prove. 
“A quick drive up Route 38, 
beginning with Michael's Place in 
the south and ending with Ralph's 
in the north, reveals over 20 
Pizzeria's. This means that 
Tewksbury and Wilmington's 
combined population of 45,000 is 
serviced by one [pizza store for 
every 2,000 people. 

Competition, in the pizza business 
in the past few years, has become 
fierce and after all there truly is 
only so much you can do with 
tomato, dough and cheese. In 1986, 
attempting to gain an edge over the 
competition, Uncle Mickey's in 
Wilmington began delivery. 
Owned and operated by Mike 
Castellano, Uncle Mickey's led the 
way before the big boys got into 
the act, For nearly two years 
before Domino's opened, and Papa 
Gino's started to deliver he was the 
only one delivering in the 
Wilmington/Tewksbury area. 
Even today Castellano estimates 
that approximately 25 percent of 
his pizza business is delivery. 

But before long everyone was 
following suit and delivery was 
free. 

According to General Manager, 
Dale Mossey, of Tewksbury's 
Papa Gino's, you must deliver in 
this market in order to survive. 
Mossey estimates delivery accounts 
for approximately 30 percent of all 
his sales. 

But don't be fooled, there is a 
science to this lovable business. 
According to David Fiorello, of 
Domino's the busiest night of the 
week is Friday and of course 
dinner time is when most people 
are ordering...but, Fiorello, a true 
aficionado of the industry, says that 
dinner time change with the season, 

"In the winter 4:30 to 6:30 is our 
prime time, but when the longer 
days of summer arrive, people eat 
later." 

Fiorello estimates that. the 
average driver can safely deliver 
five pizzas an hour and still get it 
there hot. During peak hours at 
Domino's as many as 40 sizzlers 
are being delivered at one time, 

This means eight drivers on the 
road at one time. Multiply this 


times the approximately 12 
Tewksbury/Wilmington companies 
that are now delivering and you 
have a small army of cars, 
complete with roof racks and logo 
hats pursuing their destinations. 

Papa Gino's in Wilmington is 
currently not in the delivery game, 
but according to their general 
manager they are planning to be 
within the next few months He also 
agrees that you just can't make it 
today unless you are willing to 
provide pizza consumers this 
service. 

Guaranteeing delivery time, is a 
controversial issue that has 
recently surfaced. Domino's, a 
leader in the pizza industry, 
guarantees 30 minute service or a 
$3.00 rebate. but some area owners 
have reservations and refuse to 
make this offer. Mike Castellano, 
of Uncle Mickey's feels it is unsafe 
for his drivers to be under any type 
of time constraint, therefore he 
controls his delivery time by 
having more drivers going short 
distances. 

Even though the word is that 
business is down with most local 


owners, delivery of pizza is here to” 


stay.

"I had about two or three weeks 
notice, so the company treated us 
pretty well," said Kennison, who 
noted that Interleaf provided a 
severance package and the con- 
tinuation of benefits. "They didn't 
just throw us out the door," he said. 

But Kennison is still out of work, 
and joins a growing number of 
people looking for jobs in an 
economy, that’s running like a flat 
lure. 

"When I started looking the first 
thing I noticed was that other 
companies were laying off at the 
same time," said Kennison, adding, 
"It didn't really encourage me." 

Still, Kennison has a regular 
routine now. Instead of leaving for 
work at Interleaf, he rushes for the 
Globe and Herald and carefully 
checks each and every help wanted 
ad. "The problem is there aren't too 
many of those ads anymore,” said 
Kennison. 

This week's search has produced 
eight possible employers. Kennison 
clips the ads from the paper and 
sends resumes. He tries to call when 
he can, but personnel departments 
have a wonderful way of avoiding 
the hundreds of calls they get daily. 

"After that, I hate to leave the 
house because I want to be by the 
phone in case a call comes for a 
job,” said Kennison. 

Once trip outside the house he has 
to make comes once every two 
weeks. The Woburn unemploy- 
ment office is where Kennison 
receives his benefits, which are due 
to run out in just two or three 
weeks. He especially dislikes this 
aspect of being unemployed.

As for the discouragement, that's 
the real personal battle ‘in 
unemployment. Though there is the 
temptation to just give up, the 
obligations of a wife and daughter 
make perseverance requisite.

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Wilmington's early schools 


by Capt Larz Neilson 

Wilmington's first school, back 
in the days when a part of Woburn 
was Goshen, was constructed in 
1720. It was at the corner of 
Butters Row and Main Street. 
Across the street lived the Walker 
family, in the home which was, 
until recently, the Stanley Webber 
home. 

Tradition says that three schools 
were constructed in Woburn in 
1720. One was in what is now 
Winchester, one near Woburn 
Center, and the third in Goshen. 

Deacon Jeams Thompson (he did 
not spell his name James) was a 
relative of the Walker family and 
lived about half a mile northerly, 
in what is now the Fred Cain 
Garage property. He had been 
Deacon of the Woburn church for 
a few months, about 1717. He was 
one of several persons who taught 
in the new school, after it was 
constructed. 

That school was the first in 
Wilmington, and also is said to 
have been the site of the town's 
first worship service. Both 
Deacons Jeams Thompson and 
Deacon John Harnden were 
teachers. There were others, one of 
whom was Benjamin Thompson of 
Woburn, about 1765. He was later 
known as Count Rumford, 

The 1720 school probabh+ lasted 
until some time in the 1800s. It was 
replaced by another school, on 
Butters Row, and just west of the 
Middlesex Canal, probably about 
1820. This was the first "South 
School” *n Wilmington. 

Among the teachers in this school 
was Caroline Swain, sometime 
about 1880. She had graduated 
from high school, but not yet 
attended Normal School and she 
filled in as a teacher because no one 
else was available 

Caroline and her sister Henrietta 
were the two teachers for whom 
the Swain School was named 
Henrietta, in the 1880s or 
thereabouts was teaching in the 
East School 

Among those persons educated in 
that South School was Ted Butters, 
who, while serving in the Second 
Massachusetts was wounded and 
died at Gettysburg. His father had a 
home a few yards westerly of the 
school 

The South School was destroyed, 
probably by fire, at about the time 
of the Spanish American War. It 
was replaced by a new South

School” on Chestnut Street, still 


_existing. That school is now the 


home of the Marine Corps veterans 
. About 30 years ago it was 
headquarters for the Wilmington 
Skating Club, of whom 
Wilmington can always be proud. 
The first teacher at the new South 
School was Lena Shaw, a young 
lady who came down from Maine. 
She had grown up in a village 
across the river from Brunswick. 
The janitor was a young man 
named Eddie Neilson of Chestnut 
Sweet who ran home from the then 
High (Center) School every day, 
and swept the floor of the school. 
Sometime in the early 1800s, as a 
guess, a school was constructed at 
the corner of Woburn Street and 
Federal Street. It is today an 
inhabited home. It was here that 
Henrietta Swain taught, about 
1880. Suzy Hale, daughter of 


One-room 
schoolhouse 


Jimmy Hale, was for some years 
the janitor. She lived with her 
grandfather Benjamin Buck, 
uphill, off Wildwood Street. 

Rightly or wrongly, there are 
two stories about the North School. 

One story says that, before the 
Revolution a school stood in the 
triangle of land where Woburn 
Street and Andover Street meet. 
That would put the school next 
door to the Fourth of July House, 
now the home of Adele Passmore 
at 94 Andover Street, 

Local history states that the 
Fourth of July House was "raised" 
on July 4, 1776. To "raise" was a 
community effort in early days to 
put house beams in place. 

The school known as the North 
School stood northerly of Salem 
Street near the corner of 
Ballardvale Street. It was torn 
down when the present North 


Intermediate School was 
constructed. Probably the school 
was about 100 years old. 


The Center School still stands, on 
Middlesex Avenue, across from the 
site of the Wilmington Common. It 
was constructed in the 1830s, and 
after many years of service as a 
school became the Wilmington 
Public Library. It is now the home 
of the Wilmington Fourth of July 
Committee. 


The West School was probably 
constructed at about the time of the 
American Revolution, but that is a 
guess. It stood in the westerly 
corner of Aldrich Road and 
Shawsheen Avenue. The school 
was destroyed by fire prior to 
1875. 


The old West School in Wilmington is but one of four one-room schoolhouses still 
standing in Wilmington. Its recent naming to the National Historic Register should 
give it some protection and recognition. 


Old West School listed in 
National Historic Register 


The West Schoolhouse in 
Wilmington has been listed on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, the nation's official list of 
historic resources across .the 
United States. The West School- 
house is located on Shawsheen 
Avenue and served as a school in 
the 19th and 20th centuries. The 
bilding is one of Wilmington's 
earliest surviving schoolhouses. It 
is currently vacant 

Constructed in 1875, the West 
Schoolhouse serves as a reminder 
of the town's 19th century 
"district" school system. It is a well 
preserved example of a rural, 
frame schoolhouse, and I am 
pleased to see it listed on the 
National Register," said Secretary 
of State Michael J. Connolly, 
Chairman of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, 


There are three other surviving 
district schools in Wilmington. The 
Old Centre schoolhouse is similar 
to the West Schoolhouse and was 
built about 1839. It is now known 
as the Fourth of July Headquarters 
The South School on Chestnut 
Street was constructed in 1897. 

The National Register of Historic 
Places is the federal government's 
official list of important buildings, 
sites, structures, and objects, as 
well as districts which are worthy 
of preservation and recognition. 
The benefits of National Register 
listing are fourfold: 1) it recog- 
nizes that the individual properties 
and district are important to the 
history of the community, state or 
nation; 2) it allows the owners of 
income producing properties 
certain federal tax incentives for 
renovation; 3) it provides limited 


protection from adverse effects by 
federally assisted projects; and 4) it 
provides limited protection from 
state actions through automatic 
inclusion in the State Register of 
Historic Places. . 

Listing on the National Register 
does not allow the federal 
government to acquire your 
property, place restrictions on 
your land, dictate the color of 
materials used on the buildings, or 
require that it be open to the 
public. If your property is listed on 
the Register, you may do anything 
with it that you wish, unless you 
are using public funds. 
Nominations to the National 
Register are made in the 
commonwealth by the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission, a 
division of the Office of Secretary 
of State, Michael J. Connolly, 
Secretary.

on the street first,” Andrea said.

This time the story out has 
more integrity, as it's not just 
about spittin’ and cussin' and 
rustlin.” There's still plenty of 
action and the volume is pumped 
up loud enough to ensure you hear 
every bullet and scream.However 
we can take it all more seriously 


as there's more plot than postur- 
ing. 

A bit of a fairy tale, the flick 
offers the hope that William 
Bonney, a.k.a. Billy the Kid, actu- 
ally survived the Wild West and 
his supposed death at the hands of 
Sheriff Pat ¢ it. It's an interest- 
ing possibi nd one that gives 
the film more texture than the 
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actors are able to interject into it. 

Emilio Estevez retums as Billy 
the Kid, a deranged young man 
with a sense of black humor who 
set the politicians in New Mexico 
on their ears about 110 years ago. 
But Estevez doesn't really give 
Billy a gritty edge. He relies on a 
dopey grin to let us know that 
Billy wasn't wrapped too tightly, 
but there's nothing really danger- 
ous about his character. At least, 
not dangerous enough. 

Lou Diamond Phillips and 
Kiefer Sutherland return as two of 
Billy's gang, the Regulators. 
Phillips mainly tries to look deep 
and meaningful in sdéme 
inscrutable Indian fashion that 
instead implies stupidity. While 
Phillips is not a heavyweight 
actor, one tends to think director 
Geoff Murphy didn't exactly point 
him down the right path. 


comes across a little better. The same 
can't be said for Christian Slater, 
who is starting to push that Jack 
Nicholson imitation right over the 
top. It is Balthazar Getty, as a 14- 
year old orphan desperate to ride

"Mo' Better Blues" Starring 
Denzel Washington, Spike Lee, 
Joie Lee. Directed, produced and 
written by Spike Lee. Rated R. 

The good news is that writer/ 
director/producer Spike Lee is 
branching out in new directions.The 
bad news is he's stumbling along the 
way. 

There's a lot of good in "Mo' 
Better Blues,” the tale of a black 
jazz trumpeter, played by Denzel 
Washington. Lee tells us the story 
of this talented, self-centered 
musician without the stereotypical 
cruiches usually seen in such 
movies. Washington's Bleek 
Gilliam is a dedicated, organized 
worker. None of his band is shift- 
less or addicted to drugs. That's 
the good news. On the other hand, 
Lee saves his stereotypes for two 
Jewish nightclub owners who may 
as well have been comic strip car- 
icatures.Not the kind of thing one 
expects from Lee, 

The film has a lush, moody 
look to it and Lee has fully devel- 
oped his female characters, not 
always true in his past films. But 
Washington is stodgy in the lead 
and the film has more than it's 
share of draggy scenes. Lee is at 
his best when he's backstage with 
the boys. But when Washington is 
required to play a bedroom scene 
with cither of his two loves, the 
sexy Clarke (Cynda Williams) or 
the sensible Indigo (Joie Lee) 
there's mére tedium, than spice. 
Lee has to rely on fancy camera 
work to pick up the amorous 
action. It doesn't work. 

But Lee always manages to 
save himself. Washington and his 
co-stars weren't exactly throwing 
off sparks, so Lee mixed in a little 
comedy. He cut together scenes of 
Bleck in bed with Clarke and 
Indigo, racing back and forth until 
we are so confused about the two 
women as the trumpeter intent on 
juggling them. 


While most of the film relies 
on Lee's ability to balance good 
against the bad, his ending slips 
away from him. Washington's 
Bleek Gilliam is an egocentrical 
force throughout the film. He uses 
women and is unfair to his band 
members, particularly Shadow 
(Wesley Snipes), who may actual- 
ly be a better musician. Then 
tragedy strikes. Bleek's one pas- 
sion is taken from him. All of a 
sudden Bleek becomes this great 
guy. Using a montage to end the 
film, Lee gives us a rapid fire dis-~ 
play of The New Bleek, the great 
family man and loving husband. 


Doesn't work for two reasons.
